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PARIS  IN  THE  SPRINGTIME  - 1968

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  Century  it  was  the  opinion  of  many  old 
gentlemen  who  had  survived  the  perils  of  the  previous  years  that  no  man  had  tasted 
the  sweetness  of  life  to  the  full  unless  he  had  been  young  before  1789.  1 his  view  was 
undoubtedly  inspired  by  a strong  element  of  ordinary  human  nostalgia  and  depended 
to  a great  degree  on  the  economic  and  social  circumstances  of  the  individual.  Neverthe- 
less, although  there  were  signs  and  portents  of  subterranean  rumblings  in  the  Spring 
of  1789  before  the  States  General  was  convened  at  Versailles  on  May  5,  many  travelers 
who  visited  Paris  in  March  and  April  of  that  year  have  testified  in  writing  to  the  city  s 
charms,  comforts  and  opulence.  As  the  French  Revolution  degenerated  from  hopeful 
beginnings  into  riot,  insurrection,  death  and  finally  to  the  destruction  of  European 
civilization  in  most  of  its  aspects,  both  good  and  bad,  those  who  had  been  lucky  enough 
to  have  witnessed  something  of  the  best  of  the  Ancienne  Regime  can  perhaps  be  for- 
given for  remembering  the  old  France  kindly. 

Any  numismatically  oriented  individual  today  who  has  a particular  interest  in 
French  coins  is  probably  just  as  aware  of  the  climactic  year  as  the  man  whose  fortunes 
were  affected  (for  better  or  for  worse)  at  the  time,  although  for  obviously  quite  different 
reasons.  Coin  collecting  is  bound  to  sharpen  the  historical  imagination  and  so  develop 
an  awareness  of  the  past  unknown  to  those  who  are  only  attracted  by  the  better  pub- 
licized advantages  of  modern  living.  The  Editor  has  experienced  a fair  number  of 
upheavals  himself  during  the  past  few  years  and  so  feels  he  has  a perhaps  better  than 
average  ability  to  project  himself  back  into  the  historic  past  on  occasion.  If  cui  rent 
statistics  showing  a marked  increase  in  the  percentage  of  less-than— 25  s in  the  popula- 
tion means  anything,  his  claim  is  certainly  a valid  one.  He  was  lucky  enough  to  find 
himself  in  Paris  in  the  last  days  of  March,  1968  for  the  first  time  in  fifteen  years. 
Hindsight  helped  make  the  visit  pleasant.  But  the  element  of  foresight  was  just  as 
dormant  as  that  of  the  average  traveler’s  in  March,  1789,  as  subsequent  events  served 
to  emphasize. 

It  is  one  of  the  generally  recognized  facts  of  life,  however,  that  Americans  seldom 
if  ever  think  of  Paris  in  the  Springtime  as  a particularly  numismatic  spot.  A visit  to 
the  city  stands  high  on  every  tourist’s  list  of  places  to  go  for  reasons  too  familiar  to 
need  any  comment  here.  The  United  States  has  its  own  brand  of  nostalgic  old  gentle- 
men, some  of  whom  have  cherished  private  memories  of  youthful  high  jinks  in  Paris 
for  as  long  as  fifty  years  - memories  they  have  not  necessarily  seen  fit  to  confide  to 
their  wives,  daughters  or  ganddaughters.  In  order  to  eliminate  any  chance  of  a mis- 
understanding on  the  part  of  his  readers  the  Editor  wishes  it  to  be  clearly  understood 
that  the  purpose  of  his  trip  was  entirely  numismatic,  as  he  trusts  subsequent  remarks 
will  make  clear. 
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Before  proceeding  to  defend  this  proposition  a word  about  the  atmosphere  of  the 
city  is  in  order.  Quite  a number  of  changes  had  taken  place  since  1953  when  he  was 
last  there.  Aided  by  an  unexpected  spell  of  early  summer  weather,  Paris  simply  sparkled. 
The  people  were  well  dressed  and  looked  prosperous  and  content.  Young  couples  walking 
arm  in  arm  were  very  much  in  evidence.  The  “hippie”  types  now  so  familiar  in  New 
York  and  London  were  noticeable  by  their  absence.  The  gold  crisis  which  had  recently 
played  so  prominent  a part  in  the  news  at  home  did  not  seem  to  have  had  any  affect  on 
French  life  at  all.  In  short,  the  visible  indications  served  to  underline  the  apparent 
tremendous  success  of  the  Gaullist  regime  in  France. 

Against  this  background,  then,  the  Editor  prepared  to  attend  a coin  Auction  on 
March  27,  28  and  29.  The  Sale  consisted  of  only  two  consignments  - collections  formed 
years  ago  by  R.  J.  Tourres  and  P.  Testenoire-Lafayette  who  had  practiced  law  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  provincial  France  and  devoted  their  lives  to  the  loving  cultivation  of 
the  hobby  of  numismatics.  The  very  bulk  of  the  material  being  offered  was  awe  in- 
spiring. There  were  over  14,500  pieces.  The  mass  was  superbly  presented  by  our  friend 
and  colleague  Jean  Vinchon  in  an  exceptionally  attractive  catalogue,  itself  a distinguished 
tribute  to  M.  Vinchon’s  industry,  as  well  as  his  marked  ability  to  grade  coins  accurately 
and  consistently.  While  the  former  owners’  interests  had  ranged  widely  enough  to 
attract  them  to  some  Ancient  and  Foreign  pieces,  quite  naturally  they  had  specialized 
in  the  coinage  of  their  own  country.  As  a result  the  Sale  contained  what  must  have  been 
almost  a complete  collection  of  French  gold  from  Merovingian  times  to  the  Third 
Republic  in  choice  condition.  This  group  was  suitably  balanced  by  an  equally  important 
selection  of  silver,  many  of  the  pieces  in  an  exceptionally  attractive  state  of  preservation. 
As  one  publication  later  summed  up,  the  Vinchon  Sale  was,  “l’evenement  numismatique 
du  premier  trimestre  1968”. 

The  Editor  had  never  been  to  a French  Auction  before  and  was  naturally  curious 
to  see  how  the  whole  affair  would  be  handled.  It  was  held,  as  all  such  Sales  are,  in  the 
well  known  “Hotel  Drouot”.  The  Drouot  is  not  an  Hotel  within  the  meaning  of  the 
word  as  we  understand  it,  but  rather  the  ancient  building  in  which  auctions  are  held 
under  the  supervision  of  the  French  Government.  In  the  few  days  prior  to  the  Sale  the 
Lots  were  available  for  examination  at  M.  Vinchon’s  premises.  On  Monday,  March  25, 
they  were  transferred  to  the  spacious  room  in  the  Drouot  where  the  Sale  was  to  take 
place  and  carefully  arranged  in  cases  to  permit  their  being  examined  during  the  morn- 
ings before  the  afternoon  sessions  actually  got  underway.  The  efficient  handling  of  such 
a large  quantity  of  material  was  a great  tribute  to  the  organizing  abilities  of  M.  Vinchon 
and  the  charming  young  ladies  who  serve  as  his  principal  assistants. 

By  two  o’clock  on  March  27  over  a hundred  prospective  bidders,  including  some  of 
Europe’s  best  known  Dealers,  were  comfortably  seated  at  green  baize  tables  facing  a 
high  podium  to  the  right  of  which  M.  Vinchon  and  his  Staff  sat  in  actual  control  of 
the  Lots.  The  podium  was  occupied  by  an  intelligent  looking  young  man  who  served 
as  the  accountant  aided  by  a noticeably  pretty  and  well  dressed  girl.  The  auctioneer, 
tall  and  distinguished,  wore  the  rosette  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  the  button  hole  of  his 
well  tailored  gray  suit.  At  precisely  2:15  he  gave  a sharp  rap  with  his  gavel  and  the 
Sale  began.  M.  Vinchon  described  Lot  1,  a Stater  of  Alexander  the  Great  in  Extra  Fine, 
and  handed  the  piece  to  an  official  who  presented  it  to  the  auctioneer  for  verification. 
Then  the  starting  figure  was  announced.  As  the  bidding  proceeded  the  same  official 
who  had  first  received  the  piece  walked  up  and  down  and  showed  it  to  anyone  who 
wished  to  refresh  his  memory.  Lot  1 was  finally  knocked  down  at  1350  francs,  or  150

francs  above  the  highest  estimate.  The  description  of  this  process  may  sound  rather 
lengthy  and  involved,  but  the  opposite  was  really  the  case.  It  was  actually  refreshingly 
neat,  orderly  and  precise.  The  pace  was  maintained  at  a comfortable  70  Lots  an  hour  - 
neither  too  fast  nor  too  slow.  To  an  ear  much  too  familiar  with  the  different  ways  the 
English  language  is  mishandled  in  New  York,  the  clear  perfection  of  the  French  spoken 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  Sale  was  a pleasure  to  hear. 

There  is  one  economic  aspect  of  French  Auctions  that  can  only  be  called  a tribute 
to  the  native  love  of  complicating  the  simple  whenever  possible.  The  following  English 
paragraph  was  found  under  “Terms  Of  Sale”  in  the  catalogue  : 

“All  purchases  will  be  paid  in  cash.  The  buyers  will  have  to  pay  an  additional  charge 

of  16%  on  their  purchases.  The  charge  is  only  11,50%  from  6001  F to  20000  F and  is 

reduced  to  10%  for  bids  exceeding  20  000  F.” 

At  first  glance  the  information  conveyed  seems  straight  forward  enough.  There  was 
to  be  a purchase  tax  added  to  the  price  the  successful  buyer  paid  for  his  coin.  On  6000 
francs  and  below  the  charge  was  16%;  11^4%  from  6001  to  20,000  francs  and  only  10% 
thereafter.  From  the  words  it  seemed  logical  to  assume  that  if  one  bought  a coin  for 
20,001  Francs  the  charge  would  be  10%.  At  the  same  time  it  was  always  possible  to  hope 
that  if  purchases  at  the  Sale  amounted  to  more  than  20,000  Francs  the  10%  tax  would 
apply.  The  reality  was  much  more  dramatic  and  could  only  happen  in  France.  In  the 
first  place  the  tax  was  levied  on  each  individual  Lot  and  not  on  the  total  number  of 
Lots  assigned  to  one  bidder.  This  may  not  be  so  surprising.  But  let  us  take  the  hypo- 
thetical case  of  a coin  knocked  down  at  20,001  Francs.  The  method  used  to  assess  the 
tax  was  ingenious.  The  buyer  paid  16%  on  the  first  6000  Francs,  11^4%  on  14,000  Francs 
and  10%  on  1 Franc!  The  Editor  can  assure  the  reader  that  he  saw  the  young  gentle- 
man in  charge  of  accounts  on  the  podium  actually  figure  the  charges  by  this  system  in 
a matter  of  seconds  with  a few  flicks  of  his  ball  point  pen.  How  it  was  done  is  quite 
beyond  him.  The  French  educational  establishment  so  recently  under  attack  must  be 
given  great  credit  for  the  teaching  of  mathematics,  not  to  mention  mental  agility. 

Individually  the  estimates  of  the  potential  buying  prices  in  the  Vinchon  catalogue 
were  generally  very  close  to  the  figures  actually  reached,  not  counting  the  tax.  The 
total  estimate  for  the  entire  Sale  amounted  to  600,000  Francs.  The  amount  actually  realized 
was  810,000  Francs,  or  about  25%  above  estimate,  a figure  rather  higher  than  the  majority 
of  Lots  fetched.  This  disparity  can  be  explained  by  a number  of  surprises  that  served 
to  enliven  the  proceedings.  The  most  interesting  of  these  centered  on  Lot  263,  the 
Georgia  1830  Templeton  Reid  $5  gold  piece.  M.  Vinchon  had  valued  this  coin  at  from 
5000  to  6000  Francs,  or  $1000  to  $1200.  The  bidding  proceeded  uneventfully  for  a short 
time  until  it  dawned  on  the  audience  that  the  figure  had  passed  20,00  Francs  and  a hush 
settled  over  the  room.  Jacques  Schulman  of  Amsterdam  was  in  the  lead,  topping  every 
bid  with  one  better.  Just  about  the  time  he  may  have  reasonably  concluded  the  prize 
would  be  his  one  of  his  greatest  American  admirers  entered  the  lists  and  took  it  away 
from  him  for  45,000  Francs,  the  highest  figure  reached  for  any  coin  in  the  Sale.  A mixed 
Lot  of  317  U.  S.  coins  including  a few  nice  early  pieces,  estimated  at  3000  to  3500  Francs 
went  to  a French  collector  for  15,000  Francs,  while  a 1797  Eagle  and  an  1808  $2.50  gold 
piece  brought  8800  against  5000  and  12,500  against  8500  Francs  respectively. 

To  the  writer  the  enthusiastic  response  created  by  the  French  series  was  particularly 
interesting.  He  had  been  warned  in  advance  by  a friend,  who  had  every  reason  to  know, 
that  there  was  not  much  local  interest  in  French  gold  coins.  In  view  of  the  international 
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gold  crisis  earlier  in  the  month  and  the  part  played  in  creating  it  by  the  Bank  of  France 
under  orders  from  higher  authority,  this  did  seem  to  indicate  an  unusual  state  of  affairs. 
The  results  of  the  Sale  bore  out  our  informant’s  judgment.  Fine  gold  generally  brought 
very  close  to  estimate.  This  does  not  mean  that  there  were  any  bargains  running  about 
loose  as  the  following  random  sampling  will  show :

The  big  surprise  was  created  by  the  attention  paid  to  choice  French  milled  silver 
of  the  late  17th  and  18th  Century.  Lot  628,  two  child’s  bust  Ecus  of  Louis  XIV,  1648 
and  1649,  sold  for  680  Francs  or  $68  a piece  ; Lot  636,  two  Ecus  “aux  lauriers”,  a half 
Ecu  and  3 fractional  pieces  of  Louis  XV,  900  Francs ; Lot  639,  two  Uncirculated  Ecus  of 
Louis  XVI,  1776  and  1786,  660  Francs  ; and  Lot  647,  two  Five  Franc  pieces  and  3 fractions 
of  Louis  XVIII  in  Extra  Fine,  400  Francs,  or  $80.  There  is  no  question  that  the  quality  of 
the  specimens  offered  was  unusually  high  but  the  prices  were  even  higher  - much  more 
so  than  the  average  American  collector  would  find  comfortable  even  these  days. 


Of  course,  the  Editor’s  time  was  not  entirely  taken  up  with  the  Sale.  He  made  a 
particular  point  of  visiting  some  of  the  better  known  names  in  the  professional  numis- 
matic world  and  was  received  most  cordially.  Fortunately  they  can  all  be  found  on  or 
near  the  Rue  de  Richelieu,  one  of  Paris’s  oldest  streets  on  which  the  famous  Biblio- 
theque  Nationale  housing  the  French  national  coin  collection  is  also  located.  The  premises 
of  each  one  reflected  the  personality  of  the  proprietor.  Jean  Vinchon’s  at  No.  77  is 
marked  by  a very  modern  decor  quite  in  tune  with  that  gentleman’s  spruce  and  youthful 
appearance.  Marcel  Platt’s  at  No.  49,  where  he  is  ably  assisted  by  his  son,  is  not  quite 
so  modern,  but  very  neatly  arranged.  M.  Platt  is  a very  fatherly  sort  of  person  with  a 
wry  sense  of  humor.  After  the  conclusion  of  a transaction  he  brought  an  adding  machine 
into  play  to  help  him  total  up  the  damages.  The  equipment  was  not  in  a cooperative 
mood  and  caused  considerable  trouble.  Watching  him  wrestle  with  this  recalcitrant 
inanimate  object  the  Editor  suggested  a gift  M.  Platt  might  like  to  present  to  himself 
on  some  suitable  occasion,  such  as  next  Christmas,  only  to  provoke  the  delightful  reply, 
“Look,  I am  an  Antiquarian.  I don’t  like  new  things,  not  even  adding  machines”! 

Eventually  the  Rue  de  Richelieu  crosses  the  Boulevard  des  Italiens  and  becomes  the 
Rue  Drouot.  M.  Emile  Bourgey,  the  distinguished  President  of  the  IAPN,  is  located  on 
the  first  (American  second)  floor  of  No.  7 Rue  Drouot  across  the  street  from  the  Flotel 
itself.  There  he  holds  forth  surrounded  by  quantities  of  old  books  and  old  coins  of  all 
kinds  in  an  atmosphere  that  hints  of  special  treasures  hidden  away  awaiting  the  right 
customer  with  a proper  appreciation  of  fine  things  to  come  and  lay  claim  to  them.  On 
arrival  the  Editor  was  ushered  into  only  one  of  several  rooms  but  it  was  the  same  in 
which  he  had  purchased  an  uncirculated  Louis  d’or  of  Louis  XV  from  M.  Bourgey  no 
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less  than  eighteen  years  ago.  Finally,  a visit  was  made  to  a gentleman  whose  name  was 
only  generally  familiar  - M.  S.  Boutin  at  No.  7 Rue  des  Petits  Champs,  a street  running 
at  right  angles  to  the  Rue  de  Richelieu.  After  climbing  several  flights  of  stairs  reminiscent 
of  the  2nd  Empire  or  before,  the  Editor  found  himself  in  a brightly  lit  room  where  a 
small  group  of  collectors,  who  somehow  gave  the  impression  of  being  experienced  spe- 
cialists, were  carefully  going  over  the  trays  of  coins  with  an  occasional  assist  from  the 
proprietor.  Relieved  to  find  his  fame  (if  that’s  the  right  word  for  it)  had  preceded 
him,  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  on  friendly  terms  with  M.  Boutin,  a very  good  man 
for  any  coin  enthusiast  to  know. 

In  spite  of  this  busy  numismatic  schedule  it  was  impossible  not  to  be  aware  of  two 
facets  Paris  has  long  presented  to  the  discerning  traveler.  The  Paris  which  provided  a 
stage  for  the  great  moments  in  the  history  of  France  is  never  quite  submerged  by  the 
thoroughly  modern,  clean  city  of  today.  The  pervading  influence  of  the  capital  extends 
outward  in  many  curious  ways.  For  example,  a brilliant  Sunday  inspired  a trip  to  Ver- 
sailles - one  place  where  it  is  almost  possible  to  forget  Napoleon.  In  the  course  of  the 
afternoon  we  joined  a guided  tour  of  the  “Petits  Apartements”  - the  private  living 
quarters  of  the  last  Kings  of  France.  One  of  the  members  of  the  party  was  a short 
solidly  built  female  dressed  in  a strictly  ultilitarian  costume  showing  nothing  of  the 
elegance  that  traditionally  is  supposed  to  characterize  French  women.  As  we  proceeded 
through  the  bedrooms,  library  and  workrooms  of  Louis  XV  and  Louis  XVI  she  some- 
how clashed  with  the  environment  in  an  inexplicable  way,  only  suddenly  to  fall  into 
context.  Here  was  a direct  descendant  of  the  mob  that  stormed  the  Palace  in  October 
1789  and  forced  the  Royal  family  to  return  to  Paris.  It  was  easy  to  see  her  ancestors  as 
characters  in  Dickens’  “Tale  of  Two  Cities”  - placidly  knitting  before  the  guilotine.  She 
was  very  much  a Parisienne  of  a certain  type.  Historically  she  had  been  in  the  same 
rooms  before. 

In  some  ways  it  was  not  easy  to  come  to  terms  with  modern  Paris.  A hard  day’s 
work  called  for  an  early  bed  time  in  preparation  for  the  next.  A pleasant  dinner  in  the 
small  but  comfortable  dining  room  of  the  Hotel  Regina  was  generally  followed  by 
nothing  more  exciting  than  a short  walk  before  “hitting  the  hay”.  One  evening  the  walk 
ran  along  the  Rue  St.  Honore  to  the  Llysee  Palace,  now  the  official  residence  of  the 
President  of  the  Republic  but  originally  the  home  of  Madame  de  Pompadour,  intimate 
friend  and  companion  of  Louis  XV.  It  was  guarded  by  some  decorative  soldiers  and 
policemen  who  in  turn  were  protected  by  very  tough  and  efficient  looking  cops.  The 
comparison  between  the  functions  and  personality  of  the  first  and  the  present  in- 
habitant of  the  building  certainly  provided  food  for  thought.  As  we  stood  meditating  on 
the  contrasts  involved,  such  as  they  are,  a heavily  armed  individual  came  over  and  said, 
“Move  along  buddy”.  He  was  hardly  the  sort  to  argue  with  on  a dark  night  so  we 
responded  to  the  command.  In  the  process,  however,  we  suddenly  could  not  resist  playing 
the  Dumb  Tourist  and  asked,  “By  the  way,  just  what  is  this  old  barn?”  He  replied  with 
a grin,  “C’est  l’Llysee”,  followed  by  a pause,  then  added  in  sepulchral  tones,  “DE 
GAULLE!!!!!!”  At  the  sound  of  the  name  we  fled  hurriedly  much  to  the  amusement  of 
the  stalwart  protector  of  the  President  of  the  Republic. 

Shortly  after  this  incident  we  left  the  bewitching  city  for  London  and  New  York. 
As  indicated  before,  the  changes  which  had  taken  place  since  the  immediate  post  war 
years  were  impressive.  Whatever  one  might  think  of  De  Gaulle’s  foreign  policy  he  had 
brought  back  self  confidence  to  the  French  and  prosperity  to  France.  It  was  only  after 
the  startling  events  of  the  Merry  Month  of  May  that  we  had  reason  to  wonder  if  Paris 
in  the  Spring  of  1968  wasn’t  just  a little  like  Paris  in  the  Spring  of  1789. 
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NAPOLEON  AND  THE  LEGION  OF  HONOR

There  are  more  museums  in  Paris  than  the  average  tourist  ever  realizes.  The  city 
is  a treasure  house  for  the  visitor  who  wants  to  do  more  than  spend  a ritual  half  hour 
in  the  Louvre  because  he  dare  not  go  back  to  Peoria  without  having  seen  the  “Mona 
Lisa”  and  “Whistler’s  Mother”.  The  Museum  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  is  known  to  any- 
one who  collects  the  insignia  of  Orders  and  Decorations.  Apart  from  the  nature  of  the 
establishment  it  should  have  a special  interest  for  visitors  from  the  United  States  be- 
cause it  is  a tribute  to  the  traditional  friendship  which  has  united  the  American  and 
French  people  for  many  years.  Before  dealing  with  the  special  exhibition  on  view  for 
three  months  in  1968,  I would  like  to  say  a word  about  the  American  background  of 
the  building  itself. 


The  Museum  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 


When  Napoleon’s  plans  for  the  formation  of  a National  Order  to  be  called  the 
Legion  of  Honor  finally  matured  in  1804  it  became  necessary  to  find  a headquarters 
for  the  Grand  Chancellery,  as  the  administration  of  the  new  organization  was  called.  A 
handsome  residence  on  the  banks  of  the  Seine  built  during  the  years  1782-1787  by  a 
German  nobleman,  the  Prince  Salm-Kyrbourg,  was  accordingly  bought.  The  house  was 
large  enough  to  provide  office  space,  rooms  for  important  ceremonies  and  a home  for 
whomever  held  the  post  of  Grand  Chancellor.  It  still  serves  the  same  purpose  today.  When 
Paris  was  briefly  in  the  hands  of  the  mob  during  the  period  of  “The  Commune”  in  1870 
part  of  the  structure  was  destroyed.  By  1878  a public  subscription  of  over  a million  and 
a half  francs  permitted  a careful  reconstruction  of  the  damage  according  to  the  original 
plans  which  still  exist. 
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The  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  was  considered  such  a perfect  example  of  18th 
Century  architecture  that  the  French  Government  erected  a replica  to  hold  their  exhibits 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Exposition  in  1915.  The  replica  was,  of  course,  flimsily 
constructed  and  not  meant  to  outlast  the  Exposition.  But  the  house  so  impressed  the 
late  Mrs.  Alma  de  Bretteville  Spreckels  that  she  underwrote  the  cost  of  a more  solidly 
constructed  reproduction  on  land  donated  by  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  where  it  still 
functions  as  an  art  museum  and  a permanent  reminder  of  the  close  cultural  ties  binding 
the  United  States  and  France. 

Over  the  years  the  Grand  Chancellery  naturally  accumulated  a large  number  of 
furnishings,  portraits  and  paintings,  important  documents,  and  insignia  associated  with 
the  history  of  the  Order.  Many  of  these  objects  were  used  to  decorate  the  salons  in  the 
Palace.  In  1921  an  awkward  situation  developed  when  the  Maurice  Bucquet  collection

of  over  twelve  thousand  insignia  and  other  material  connected  with  the  French  Royal 
and  National  Orders  of  Knighthood  was  received  by  bequest.  There  was.  no  room  left  to 
display  even  the  smallest  part  of  the  important  acquisition.  Additional  space  for  a museum 
was  plainly  required. 

In  July  1921  General  Dubail,  a distinguished  soldier  who  had  been  appointed  Grand 
Chancellor  in  1918,  addressed  a circular  letter  to  all  the  members  of  the  Legion  explain- 
ing the  situation  and  suggesting  that  a new  building  be  financed  by  contributions  from 
the  Legionnaires.  The  economic  conditions  then  prevailing  in  post-war  France  were  so 
unfavorable  that  few  contributions  could  be  made.  The  circumstances  of  the  American 
members  of  the  Order  were  rather  better  and  the  response  to  the  Grand  Chancellor’s 
letter  was  enthusiastic.  Mrs.  Spreckels  was  one  of  the  first  to  answer  General  Dubail’s 
call.  The  largest  contribution  came  from  William  Nelson  Cromwell  of  New  York,  Sub-

stantial  support  for  the  project  was  also  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Blumenthal  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Tuck.  The  Tucks  were  later  to  become  well  known  as  important 
benefactors  of  Dartmouth  College.  As  a result  the  structure  formally  inaugerated  in 
March  1925  by  President  Doumergue  owed  its  existence  almost  entirely  to  American 
generosity. 

The  grounds  of  the  old  Salm  mansion  fortunately  were  spacious  enough  to  permit 
the  addition  of  the  Museum  as  an  east  wing  to  the  Grand  Chancellery,  facing  the  Rue  de 
Bellechasse  and  abutting  on  the  Quai  Anatole  France,  a very  convenient  location  from 
the  tourist’s  point  of  view.  In  anticipation  of  the  many  celebrations  scheduled  to  mark 
the  bi-centenary  of  Napoleon’s  birth  in  1969,  General  Catroux,  the  present  Grand  Chan- 
cellor, gave  his  full  support  to  the  preparation  of  a special  exhibition  to  be  held  in  1968 
devoted  entirely  to  the  Legion  of  Honor  and  its  founder.  The  museums  and  libraries  of 
France  and  Europe  generously  loaned  material  to  augment  the  Chancellery’s  own  holdings, 
as  did  many  individual  collectors,  descendants  of  the  Marshals  of  the  Empire  and  the 
Bonaparte  family.  The  result  was  a splendid  display  not  likely  to  be  equalled  for  many 
years  to  come. 

The  mounting  of  the  exhibits  was  particularly  good  and  reflected  great  credit  on 
the  Museum  Staff.  The  visitor  followed  a chronological  pattern  dealing  first  with  the 
Swords  and  Guns  of  honor  used  to  reward  the  gallant  actions  of  the  Revolutionary 
armies,  through  the  history  of  the  Salm  Palace,  to  General  Bonaparte’s  original  plans  for 
his  Legion  and  their  subsequent  implementation.  Naturally,  insignia  of  the  Order  was 
very  much  in  evidence,  including  Napoleon’s  own.  There  were  also  a great  many  por- 
traits of  the  important  figures  in  the  First  Empire,  documents,  uniforms,  court  costumes 
and  Batons  of  the  Imperial  Marshals  of  France.  The  usual  dead  museum  hush  was  over- 
come by  military  marches  played  as  background  music  just  loud  enough  to  be  heard 
comfortably.  Although  the  show  closed  on  June  20,  it  is  recorded  in  an  excellent  illus- 
trated catalogue  calculated  to  attract  anyone  interested  in  the  Napoleonic  period  of 
French  history. 

Napoleon’s  military  reputation  has  misled  many  people  about  the  actual  nature  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  particularly  in  the  United  States  where  there  is  a popular  mis- 
conception that  all  decorations  are  “medals”  for  “heros”.  In  fact  there  are  only  a few 
Orders  and  decorations  in  the  world  today  reserved  exclusively  as  rewards  for  military 
service.  Those  used  by  our  own  country  form  an  exception  to  the  general  rule.  Americans 
find  it  difficult  to  understand  a decoration  given  to  an  outstanding  citizen  in  time  of 
peace,  probably  because  our  idea  of  rewarding  success  is  exclusively  monetary.  While 
it  is  true  that  there  are  hosts  of  purely  private  distinctions,  including  honorary  degrees 
from  Universities,  and  fancy  certificates  presented  by  fraternal  or  local  organizations, 
until  President  Kennedy  adopted  the  Medal  of  Freedom  as  a national  “Order  of  Merit” 
there  were  no  civilian  rewards  given  by  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  name  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  as  a whole.  Napoleon’s  view  of  the  functions  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  was 
very  broadly  based.  He  shrewdly  observed,  “If  everyone  was  to  be  placed  in  either  a 
military  or  civil  category,  two  Orders  would  have  to  be  created,  whereas  there  is  only 
one  nation”. 

It  is  frequently  forgotten  that  the  glory  which  marked  the  reign  of  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  was  only  made  possible  by  the  success  of  General  Bonaparte  in  rescuing 
France  from  the  collective  mediocrity  of  the  Revolution.  Mr.  W.  Francklyn  Paris  in  his 
book,  “Napoleon’s  Legion”,  summed  the  matter  up  when  he  wrote,  “The  radicals  of  that 
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day  wanted  to  make  all  men  of  equal  stature  by  cutting  off  the  heads  of  the  giants, 
thereby  reducing  everyone  to  the  size  of  dwarfs.  To  destroy  ambition  and  the  desire 
to  excel  is  to  reduce  all  men  to  the  level  of  an  ox.  Nations  live  by  their  ideas  and  ideals, 
and  these  are  expressed  by  images.  The  demogogues  of  the  Revolution,  by  destroying 
all  symbols,  were  destroying  all  ideals”.  Napoleon’s  own  comments  on  the  matter  were 
very  much  to  the  point.  As  First  Consul  he  told  the  Council  of  State,  “I  defy  you  to 
show  me  a republic,  ancient  or  modern,  in  which  distinctions  have  not  existed.  You  call 
these  (decorations)  childish  playthings.  Well,  it  is  with  such  toys  that  men  are  led.  I 
would  not  say  this  in  public,  but  in  an  assembly  of  wise  statesmen  it  should  be  said”. 

The  law  creating  the  National  Order  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  was  approved  by  the 
Council  of  State  on  May  4,  and  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  May  19,  1802. 
Supporting  the  scheme  a member  of  the  Council  told  the  Assembly,  “It  creates  a new 
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currency  of  a much  higher  value  than  that  which  comes  from  the  mint . It  is  only 

with  this  sort  of  currency  that  the  State  can  reward  those  actions  considered  superior 
to  other  forms  of  (monetary)  recompense”.  Apart  from  soldiers,  those  eligible  to  receive 
the  Order  were,  “citizens  who  by  their  services,  their  talents  or  their  virtues  have  con- 
tributed to  establish  or  defend  the  principles  of  the  Republic  or  caused  justice  and  public 
administration  to  be  respected  and  cherished”.  From  the  very  beginning,  then,  the 
Legion  of  Honor  was  open  to  everyone  regardless  of  “birth,  race  or  creed”  as  it  would 
be  put  today,  whose  individual  achievements  merited  distinction. 

Napoleon’s  Legion  has  survived  all  the  political  changes  in  France  from  the  First 
Empire  to  the  Fifth  Republic,  increasing  its  prestige  with  the  years  both  at  home  and 
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abroad.  It  also  has  been  conferred  on  a number  of  well  known  Americans.  The  mention 
of  a few  of  their  names  may  serve  to  give  a more  precise  idea  of  how  the  Order  is  used. 
The  first  American  to  receive  it,  as  far  as  can  now  be  discovered,  was  Charles  Goodyear, 
whose  vulcanization  process  made  the  commercial  use  of  rubber  possible;  Samuel  F.  B. 
Morse  was  honored  a year  later  in  1856  for  his  invention  of  the  telegraph;  Elias  Howe 
for  his  sewing  machine  and  Chickering  of  Boston  for  his  excellent  pianos,  both  in  1867; 
Alexander  Graham  Bell  received  it  for  the  telephone  in  1881  and  Thomas  A Edison  in 
1889  for  the  electric  light;  James  McNeill  Whistler  and  John  Singer  Sargent  were 
honored  as  artists  in  1892  and  1897  respectively,  while  Charles  E.  Lindbergh  and  Admiral 
Richard  E.  Byrd  were  added  to  the  rolls  in  1927.  And  of  course  Generals  Pershing  and 
Eisenhower  also  were  received  into  the  Order  for  their  contributions  to  victory  in  the 
First  and  Second  World  Wars. 

The  fame  of  the  Legion  has  not  been  hindered  by  the  attractive  design  of  the  Cross, 
as  the  insignia  is  loosely  called.  This  Cross  takes  the  form  of  a five  armed  star  (literally 
“etoile  ” in  French)  executed  in  white  enamel  with  a green  enamel  wreath,  half  laurel 
and  half  oak,  between  the  arms.  The  center  is  gold  surrounded  by  a circle  of  blue  enamel 
bearing  the  motto  and  the  whole  is  suspended  from  a scarlet  watered  ribbon.  At  different 
times  throughout  its  career  this  cross  has  been  surmounted  by  a variety  of  heraldic 
crowns.  Since  1870  the  crowns  have  been  replaced  by  an  oval  wreath  of  oak  and  laurel  to 
symbolize  the  dual  military  and  civil  purpose  of  the  decoration. 

The  insignia  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  provides  one  of  the  most  collectible  series  in 
the  whole  field  of  decorations  because,  as  mentioned  above,  changes  in  the  form  of 
regime  were  reflected  on  the  Cross  itself.  Without  going  into  a detailed  discussion  of  the 
subject  here  it  can  be  pointed  out  that  after  1815  the  head  of  Napoleon  in  the  center 
gave  way  to  that  of  Henry  IV.  Napoleon’s  profile  returned  on  the  Crosses  of  the  Second 
Republic  in  1848  and  remained  there  through  the  Second  Empire  until  it  was  finally 
replaced  in  1870  by  a symbolic  head  of  the  Republic.  The  four  types  of  cross  used  by 
Napoleon  are  illustrated  in  this  article.  The  source  of  the  original  design  was  long  some- 
thing of  a mystery.  Historians  have  not  neglected  to  point  out  that  while  the  Order 
was  established  in  1802  and  over  six  thousand  appointments  made  to  it,  the  actual  form 
of  the  insignia  was  not  decreed  until  July  11,  1804.  None  of  the  members  actually  re- 
ceived their  insignia  until  four  days  later  on  July  15  when  the  first  distribution  was 
made  in  a splendid  ceremony  before  the  Invalides. 

This  sequence  of  events  raises  a number  of  curious  questions.  The  several  thousand 
Crosses  given  out  on  July  15  could  not  possibly  have  been  designed  and  manufactured 
in  a matter  of  only  four  days.  Why  did  the  First  Consul  of  the  French  Republic  wait 
for  two  years  after  the  foundation  of  an  institution  so  close  to  his  heart  before  he  took 
steps  to  provide  the  visible  signs  of  the  honor  he  had  already  “given”  to  six  thousand 
Frenchmen?  The  solution  to  the  mystery  can  now  be  suggested  with  some  certainty. 
One  of  the  most  significant  documents  on  display  in  the  special  Exhibition  held  in  the 
Museum  this  year  was  a recently  discovered  drawing  of  the  badge  by  the  distinguished 
artist  Jacques  Louis  David.  On  the  back  of  the  paper  there  is  a note  reading,  “Presented 
to  His  Majesty  on  May  1,  1804”,  which  may  or  may  not  have  been  written  at  the  time.. 
In  any  case  on  May  18  the  Senate  offered  Bonaparte  the  Imperial  Crown.  A new  con- 
stitution opened  with  the  words,  “The  Government  of  the  Republic  is  confided  to  an 
emperor,  who  takes  the  title  Emperor  of  the  French”.  It  looks  very  much  as  if  Napoleon 
delayed  giving  approval  for  the  insignia  until  the  design  could  include  his  own  profile 
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and  title  as  Emperor  of  the  French  (Republic)  ! David  must  have  been  made  privy  to 
this  plan  well  before  it  was  actually  put  into  execution. 

The  First  Empire  Crosses  shown  here  are  all  those  of  “Legionnaires”  - later  called 
Chevaliers  - the  lowest  of  the  four  classes  into  which  the  Legion  of  Honor  was  divided. 
With  the  exception  of  the  center  these  were  made  of  silver  and  enamel.  The  Grand 
Officers,  Commandants,  and  Officers  wore  a similar  gold  cross  a little  more  elegantly 
executed.  These  badges  were  the  same  regardless,  of  rank  within  the  Legion  and  like

those  of  the  “Legionnaires”,  were  worn  on  the  breast.  A significant  change  was  intro- 
duced by  the  decree  of  January  30,  1805  when  the  superior  grade  of  “Grande  Decoration” 
was  created  - later  to  be  called  Grand  Eagle,  and  finally  Grand  Cordon.  Recipients  of 
this  grade  wore  a broad  scarlet  sash  over  the  right  shoulder,  the  ends  tied  in  a bow  on 
the  right  hip  with  a large  cross  suspended  below  the  tie.  They  also  used  a “Plaque”  in 
silver  embroidery  on  the  left  breast,  of  a size  and  design  shown  in  the  illustration.  With 
this  change  the  insignia  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  finally  conformed  to  the  pattern  of 
other  European  Orders.

“To  the  Editor:

An  astounding  thought  has  just  been  developed  in  the  field  of  commercializing 
Ancient  coins.  It  is  passed  on  to  you  promptly  herewith.  All  Ancient  coins  are  unique! 

How  does  it  happen  that  my  dealer-friends  have  missed  this?  My  text  on  economics 
tells  me  that  the  price  of  an  article  is  governed  by  the  ratio  of  demand  to  supply.  When 
an  article  is  unique,  the  supply  is  infinitesimal.  Since  a finite  (and  increasing)  demand 
always  exists,  the  price  of  every  Ancient  coin  should  be  infinite. 

When  I began  to  collect  Ancient  coins,  a well-known  collector  in  Pittsburgh,  then 
in  his  eighties,  told  me  that  he  had  never  handled  two  Ancient  coins  from  the  same  dies. 
As  the  years  have  gone  by,  I have  noted  that  all  references  to  coins  with  common  dies 
appear  only  in  scholarly  tomes,  or  in  esoteric  sales  catalogs  which  are  not  available  to 
the  common  or  garden  variety  of  collector. 

So  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  my  dealer-friends  would  be  accurate  within  the 
bounds  of  their  expertise  if  they  were  to  place  the  description,  “Unique!”,  after  every 
offering  of  Ancients  along  with  other  ejaculatory  exclamations  in  praise  of  their  wares,. 

And  now  that  I have  given  you  this  earth-shaking  revelation  for  free,  I shall  turn 
to  another  gimmick  which  has  lately  been  discovered,  and  which  bids  fair  to  raise  the 
economics  of  some  areas  of  Roman  numismatics  to  new  heights  of  spectacular  profits. 

Our  dealer  friends  have  suddenly  discovered  Volumes  VI  and  VII  of  “Roman  Imperial 
Coinage”,  issued  in  1966  and  1967,  not  a whit  too  soon  to  spur  the  flagging  market.  (This 
tremendous  scholarly  work  is  a glory  to  English  numismatics,  and  I have  expressed 
myself  elsewhere  on  the  subject.  That  it  should  be  the  means,  of  exploiting  meaningless 
rarities  is  less  glorious.) 

We  are  now  getting  lists  in  which  coins  of  the  late  Third  and  early  Fourth  Centuries 
are  described  in  glowing  terms,  such  as  “only  2 or  3 specimens  recorded”,  “possibly  only 
the  second  known  specimen”,  and  so  forth.  Based  on  these  scholarly  findings,  dealers 
push  prices  up  to  8 or  10  times  normal.  Their  offerings  no  doubt  are  a trial  balloon. 

Now  I find  that  collectors  of  Ancient  coins  are  a pretty  wary  lot.  They  are  also 
pretty  sharp-eyed.  There  is  probably  not  one  experienced  afficionado  who  does  not  have, 
and  know  he  has,  one  or  more  of  these  “unique”  coins.  He  also  knows  very  well  that 
prices  are  based  on  rarity  alright,  but  on  rarity  supported  by  beauty  of  execution  and  by 
historical  associations.  When  asked  about  the  saleability  of  a Fourth  Century 
bronze,  his  interest  is  likely  to  be  less  than  marked. 

It  is  not  the  experienced  collector  but,  as  usual  the  novice  who  will  be  hurt  in 
addition  to  some  speculators.  For  the  latter  we  may  not  care.  But  hurting  the  former 
hurts  the  whole  avocation.  Perhaps  we  should  publish  to  the  novice  the  following 
advice : “If  you  insist  on  buying  one  of  these  minor  rarities,  go  whole  hog.  Buy  two. 
Put  one  in  your  collection.  In  a week  take  the  other  back  to  the  dealer,  and  see  what 
you  can  get  for  it”. 

But  I still  like  my  idea  of  making  money  by  exploiting  the  Uniqueness  of  every 
ancient  coin !

THE  FIRST  GREEK  COINAGE 

All  ancient  accounts  are  agreed  in  the  statement  that  Aegina  was  the  first  place  in 
Hellas  Proper  which  saw  the  minting  of  money.  That  island  was  famous  from  old  time 
as  the  meeting-place  of  merchants,  and  as  such  under  its  ancient  name  of  Oenone  was 
glorified  by  Pindar.  Its  position  rendered  it  a most  convenient  emporium,  where  the 
merchantmen  of  Tyre  met  in  traffic  the  traders  from  both  Peloponnesus  and  northern 
Greece.  Tradition  makes  its  population  a very  mixed  one:  “It  was  called  Oenone,”  says 
Strabo,  “in  ancient  times,  and  it  was  settled  by  Argives,  Kretans,  Epidaurians,  and 
Dorians,”  According  to  a fragment  of  Ephorus,  to  be  referred  to  presentley,  it  was 
owing  to  the  barren  nature  of  the  soil  that  the  natives  turned  to  trade.”  Ridgeway,  W.

There  are  moments  when  a Collector’s  half  formed  ambition  to  write  about  his 
specialty  is  likely  to  be  discouraged  by  the  thought  that  in  this  day  and  age  anything 
worth  saying  has  already  been  said  before.  Alec  A.  Purves’  new  book  should  be  a tonic 
for  the  faint  hearted.  Mr.  Purves  has  been  favorably  known  to  the  medal  collecting 
fraternity  for  many  years.  A Founder  Member  and  past  President  of,  “The  Orders  and 
Medals  Research  Society  of  Great  Britain’’,  he  has  been  an  indefatigable  and  informative 
writer  and  lecturer.  Now  in  his,  “Collecting  Medals  and  Decorations”,  he  makes  an 
original  contribution  to  the  literature.  There  are  countless  books  dealing  with  the 
technical  and  historical  aspects  of  insignia.  This  is  the  first  publication  to  be  written 
for  the  man  interested  in  collecting  material  of  this  kind.  It  distills  the  wisdom  acquired 
in  the  course  of  decades  devoted  to  the  hobby. 

The  author  quite  naturally  gives  most  of  his  attention  to  the  aspect  of  the  subject 
with  which  he  is  familiar  - the  British  War  Medal.  He  nails  his  colors  to  the  mast  in 
the  second  sentence  of  Chapter  I when  he  says,  “Unlike  postage  stamps  and  coins  - both 
of  which  offer  a most  interesting  and  instructive  scope  - medals  have  such  a personal 
link.  This  particularly  applies  to  British  awards  where  the  majority  are  officially  named 

”.  To  him  and  many  others  the  attraction  of  British  Medals  lies  in  knowing  the 

names  of  the  individuals  to  whom  they  were  given  and  so  being  able  to  revive,  as  it 
were,  something  of  the  living  being  of  those  who  once  played  a part  in  the  great  his- 
torical events  of  their  own  times. 

In  his  opening  Chapters  Mr.  Purves  provides  much  useful  information  and  sound 
advice  on  such  matters  as,  “Methods  of  Collecting”,  “Buying”,  “Housing  the  Collection”, 
and  the  many  rocks  and  shoals  newcomers  to  the  field  must  learn  to  recognize  and 
avoid.  It  is  refreshing  to  find  Chapter  III  devoted  entirely  to,  “Building  a Library; 
Sources  of  Reference  ; Libraries  and  Organizations”.  It  cannot  be  emphasized  too  often 
that  a good  collection  of  anything  must  be  based  on  study  and  sound  information. 

Brief  surveys  of  the  different  types  of  medals  are  provided  along  with  significant 
key  information  about  each.  At  the  same  time  British  and  Foregin  Orders  are  not 
slighted.  Although  the  author  is  perhaps  not  quite  as  at  home  with  Knightly  insignia 
as  with  war  medals  he  has  many  useful  pointers  to  offer.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
instances  where  he  strays  slightly  can  be  corrected  in  a second  edition.  Altogether, 
“Collecting  Medals  and  Decorations’  ’is  an  essential  book  for  the  beginner  and  an 
interesting  one  for  the  experienced. 
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SHORT  REVIEWS  OF  SOME  NEW  BOOKS 

I he  Provincial  Token-Coinage  of  the  18th  Century,  by  Dalton  & Hamer.  567  pages, 

fully  illustrated,  hard  cover.  Reprint  1967.  $35.35  postpaid 

It  is  axiomatic  that  an  active  interest  in  a numismatic  series  cannot  develope  until 
there  is  a sufficient  body  of  literature  available  to  provide  the  framework  of  basic 
information  required  by  both  the  novice  and  the  advanced  collector.  In  this  respect 
British  tokens  find  themselves  in  a peculiar  position.  Once  widely  collected,  they  fell 
into  disfavor  after  1920  along  with  all  forms  of  the  historical  and  commemorative  medal. 
The  sudden  disappearance  of  the  token  from  the  numismatic  scene  is  all  the  odder  when 
it  is  realized  that  Dalton  and  Hamer’s,  “The  Provincial  Token-Coinage  of  the  18th 
Century”,  originally  published  in  serial  form,  was  only  completed  and  put  between  two 
covers  in  1917.  The  volume  has  now  reappeared  as  a reprint  thanks  to  the  enterprise  of 
Ted  Craige  and  his  associates. 

During  the  heyday  of  token  collecting  in  the  19th  Century  there  were  a number  of 
monographs  and  general  works  dealing  with  the  series.  None  of  these  could  quite  qualify 
as  a definitive  catalogue.  Dalton  and  Hamer’s  publication  comes  very  close  to  being 
one  for  the  18th  Century  issues.  Unfortunately  the  original  edition  is  virtually  unobtain- 
able. The  currently  revived  interest  in  tokens  has  already  inspired  R.  C.  Bell’s  useful, 
“Commercial  Coins  1787-1804”,  “Copper  Commercial  Coins  1811-1819”,  and  “Tradesmen’s 
Tickets  and  Private  Tokens  1785-11819”.  In  the  new  version  of  “Dalton  and  Hamer”,  as 
the  book  has  long  been  familiarly  known,  we  now  have  a most  useful  addition  to  these 
recent  publications.  It  is  a necessary  working  tool  and  should  be  in  every  collector’s 
library. 

A word  of  praise  must  be  given  for  the  technical  success  Mr.  Craige  has  had  in 
making  his  reproduction.  Although  the  countless  illustrations  may  not  be  quite  as  sharp 
as  those  in  the  first  edition,  it  really  requires  a direct  comparison  for  this  detail  to  be 
noticed.  The  use  of  thinner  paper  has  made  it  possible  to  produce  one  handy  volume  in 
place  of  the  heavier  and  more  awkward  1917  publication,  always  found  in  two  and 
sometimes  three  volumes.
